CHAINING, Mich., Aug. 28.— The city of

fire, and people are Qceing for their lives.

As the "ranch" of oar 
great West is but the extended past- 
ure of the Eastern, Middle State, or 
Southern farm, so the "station" is 
really but an enlarged ranch, though 
the social and business importance of 
the great "station" owner of Australia 
is neither shared nor even dreamed of 
by the active, intelligent, and indus- 
trious sheep raiser of any portion of 
the United States. Of course, the 
whole "estate," or land devoted to 
pastoral use by the head or manage- 
ment, comprises the "station," and 
yet the idea conveyed in the word 
•'station" is the central point or what 
may be regarded as the capital. 


The "stations" in Australia are as 


large as the principalities of the mid- 
dle ages, or as many modern duke- 
doms. I incline to think that ten of 
the largest" Australian stations, if 
united, would equal the whole of Bel- 
gium. 


One James Tyson has about 2,000,- 


000 acres, or a territory nearly as large 
as three States like Khode Island, one 
and one-half Delaware^, or even one- 
third the size of Vermont, or one- 
seventeenth the size of Iowa. He has 
nearly 1,000,000 sheep or the equival- 
ent in cattle. 
One Mr. McCaaghey 


has one station of 1,214,877 acres, 
with some 500,000 sheep. James Wil- 
son has 640,000 acres, or just 1000 
square miles, in one station, and over 
400,000 sheep. I have a friend in the 
interior, whom I visited recently, who 
has 500,000 acres and 300,000 sheep. 
One can drive 100 miles on a straight 
line on his estate. Of this 500,000 
acres, 70,000 are freehold, and the 
rest is leueed from the Government of 
New South Wales on long time, for a 
definite annual rental. 


All these stations, like the petty 


dukedoms of Europe, are named, and 
the names, i?hen pronounceable, are 
not easily forgotten. Bat their names 
serve a better purpose than mere orna- 
ment. As there is a considerable dif- 
ference in altitude, latitude, soil, vege- 
tation, breed or care of sheep, there is 
a very noticeable difference in the 
wool, and the reputation on the station 
has no little influence on the price of 
"the respective clips. In the English 
trade reviews, or prices current, the 
names of the stations of Australia be- 
come as familiar to a large business 
class as are the names of the Nations 
of the globe to the average educated 
man. 


The Minister of Lands has been 


making a tour through the interior. 
In his party there were several relia- 
ble newspaper men, and the following 
is an extract from the Sidney Daily 
Telegraph. The communication was 
sent from the headquarters of one of 
Mr. McCaughey's stations, and fol- 
lows : 


"Mr. McCaughey is a leviathan 


among squatters, the king of sheep 
owners, the largest shearer of sheep in 
the whole world. Including freehold 
and leasehold, he has 3,000,000 acres 
of land. This big station in the River- 
ina he calls a mere stud farm. It is 
only a trifle of 40,000 acres of freehold 
and 5000 of leasehold. The rest of 
his land is on the Darling, where he 
has two stations, Toaralie and Dun- 
lop. 
A million of the acres are near 


Hughenden, in Queensland. In the 
last drought of eighteen months in the 
•west his losses in sheep and lambs 
totalled no fewer than 360,000. All 
the same, he can still boast that he 
shears his 1,000,000 a year. This is 


oeeded by but coven States in the 
Union. Tho 
whole 
of 
Vermont, 


whence came Mr. McCaughey's fine 
merinoep, has not more than ouo-third 
as many sheep us thij sheep king of 
Australia. 


In Australia the stations of sheep 


runs, or the laud of which they are 
comprised, are called "squattages," 
and the owner or master is called a 
"squatter." 


There are many interesting features 


and ever varying charms connected 
with these squatters' lives. Of course, 
with such enormous holdings, the 
"cottages," or managerial residences, 
are far apart, usually from ten to fifty 
miles. 
These cottages are almost al- 


ways large, low buildings, of but one 
story, with several good-sized rooms, 
with broad verandas on two or three 
sides, and they are roofed with cor- 
rugated or galvanized iron. Save 
during the excessive heat of midsum- 
mer, December, January and Febru- 
ary, these homes are models of com- 
fort and ease. 


In all save the barbarism of the 


armed retainers and symbols of war- 
fare, these station homes resemble the 
baronial retirement, luxury and self- 
satisfaction of the old feudal ages. No 
prince ever offered a more generous 
and splendid hospitality to friends of 
equal position than these squatters of- 
fer to the intelligent and worthy trav- 
eler or to their invited or accepted 
guest. They do not live like farmers, 
even of the most -wealthy class, but 
like petty princes. The family is sur- 
rounded with troops of servants, gov- 
ernesses, companions and 
visitors. 


The "social set" is as scrupulously or- 
ganized among many of these "world 
holders" as among the most fastidious 
snobs of Europe and America, the 
"shopkeeper"—which means all retail 
dealers—tradesmen and the common 
herd being given the cold shoulder, 
or the tips of the fingers. As enter- 
tainers these squatters are lavish in 
expense and scrupulous in forms and 
and ceremonies. 


What would the wealthy farmer 


think to drive up to a cheap looking 
habitation, "twenty miles from no- 
where," and, it entertained for the 
night, he should see the ladies at din- 
ner in fall evening dress and the gen- 
tlemen with swallow-tailed coats, ex- 
pansive shirt bosoms 
and 
"white 


chokers," with the waiters and flunk- 
eys in the toggery of the evening 
lackey at a Washington beer garden? 


At these luxurious homes there is 


the "best of everything" not only of 
solids, but of fluids as well. 
But of 


late years many of these erst-while 


HOUSEHOLD AFtAlUS.

They very easily 
become fouled, and the servant who 
likes to clean one isn't born yet.

KITCHEN CHAT. 


All cooks do not understand the dif- 


ferent effects produced by hard and 
aoft water cooking meats and vege- 
tables, says the Home Queen, 
Peas 


and beans cooked in hard water con- 
taining lime or gypsum will not boil 
good and tender because these sub- 
stances harden vegetable caseine. Many 
regetables, like onions, boil nearly 
tasteless in soft water, because ail the 
flavor is boiled out. 
The addition of 


salt often checks this, as in the case of 
:nions, causing the vegetables to retain 
the peculiar flavoring principles be- 
sides such nutritious matter as might 
be lost in soft water. For extracting 
the juice of meat to make a broth or 
soup soft water, unsalted and cold at 
first, is best, for it much more readily 
penetrates the tissue; but for boiling 
irhere the juices are to be retained 
hard water or soft salted water is 
preferable, aud the meat should be 
put in while the»water is boiling, so 
that the pores may b8 sealed up at 
once. 


CLEANING GILT 11IEKOB FEAMES.

onions, barely covered with water, till 
quite soft; pour off the water and 
wash the frames with it; then cover 
them -with a newspaper to keep the 
dust from them until they are quite 
dry.

Swimming quietly up behind a fish 
many times larger than itself, it opens 
his great jaws and smilingly takes in 
its larger friend, slowly drawing itself 
over its victim by means of its teeth. 


At this point its troubles begin. 


The swal lower is not able to digest 
such a great quantity of food. 
The 


food in time decomposes, aud the gas, 
generated by decomposition, causes 
the fish to rise to the surface, in spite 
of all efforts to remain down.

OKU “ SQ U A TTER ” W HO OCCUPIES 
T H R E E M IL IilO N ACRES. 


A Drought Killed 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 of Ills 
Shoep, anti Ho Had Only 1,000,- 
0 0 0 liOft—Life on ill® “ Stations.” 
I 


N tho East, Middle, nncl Southern 
States of Amerioa sb,eop aro raised 
on the “ farm,” in the West they 
are raised on the “ ranch,” whilo 
in Australia they are raised on the 
“ station.” As the “ranch” of our 
great West is but the extended past­ 
ure of the Eastern, Middle State, or 
Southern farm, so the “ station” is 
really but an enlarged ranch, though 
the social and business importance of 
the great “ station” owner of Australia 
is neither shared nor even dreamed of 
by the active, intelligent, and indus­ 
trious sheep raiser of any portion of 
the United States. 
Of course, the 
whole “ estate,” or land devoted to 
pastoral use by the hdad or manage­ 
ment, comprises the “ station,” and 
yet the idea conveyed in the word 
“ station” is the central point or what 
may be regarded as the capital. 


The “ stations” in Australia are as 
large as the principalities of tho mid­ 
dle ages, or as many modern duke­ 
doms. 
I incline to think that ten of 
fche largest Australian 
stations, if 
anited, would equal tho whole of Bel­ 
gium. 


One James Tyson has about 2,000,- 
000 acres, or a territory nearly as largo 
as three States like Rhode Island, one 
and one-half Delawares, or even one- 
third the Bize of Vermont, or one- 
seventeenth the size of Iowa. 
He has 
nearly 1,000,000 sheep or the equival­ 
ent in cattle. 
One Mr. MoCaughoy 
has one station of 1,211,877 acres, 
with some 500,000 sheep. 
James Wil­ 
son has 04:0,000 acres, or just 1000 
square m ileSj in one station, and over 
400,000 sheep. I have a friend in the 
interior, whom I visited recently, who 
has 500,000 acres and 300,000 sheep. 
One can drive 100 miles on a straight 
line on his estate. 
Of this 500,000 
acres, 70,000 are freehold, and the 
rest is leased from the Government of 
New South Wales on long time, for a 
definite annual rental. 


All these stations, -like the petty 
dukedoms of Europe, are named, and 
the names, when iDronoimceable, are 
not easily forgotten. 
But their names 
serve a better purpose than mere orna­ 
ment. 
As there is a considerable dif­ 
ference in altitude, latitude, soil, vege­ 
tation, breed or care of sheep, there is 
a very noticeable difference in the 
wool, and the reputation on the station 
has no little intluence on the price of 
’‘'the respective clips. 
In the English 
trade reviews, or prices current, the 
names of the stations of Australia be­ 
come as familiar to a large business 
class as are the names of tho Nations 
of the globe to the average educated 
man. 


The Minister of Lands has been 
making a tour through the interior. 
In his party there were several relia­ 
ble newspaper men, and the following 
is an extract from the Sidney Daily 
Telegraph. 
The communication was 
sent from the headquarters of one of 
Mr, McCaughey’s stations, and fol­ 
lows : 


“ Mr. McCaughey 
is a leviathan 
among squatters, tho king of sheep 
owners, the largest shearer of sheep in 
tho whole world. 
Including freehold 
and leasehold, he has 3,000,000 acres 
of land. This big station in the River* 
ina he calls a mere stud farm. 
I t is 
only a trifle of 40,000 acres of freehold 
and 5000 of leasehold. 
The rest of 
his land is on the Darling, where he 
has two stations, Toaralie and Dun­ 
lop. 
A million of the acres are near 
Hughenden, in Queensland. 
In the 
last drought of eighteen months in the 
west his losses in sheep and lambs 
totalled no fewer than 360,000. 
All 
the same, he can still boast that he 
shears his 1,000,000 a year. 
This is 
the record, not only for Australia, 
but for the world. 
Mr. McOauqhey 
‘ can claim to be the greatest tingle 
sheep owner on earth. 
Out of his 
wealth ho has beautified his home, 
cultivated the breeding stock, and ex­ 
perimented in irrigation on his sta­ 
tion. 
He has spent £20,000 in testing 
what water will do in the western 
country. 
The visitors were taken 
round the stution, and were shown tho 
splendid Vermont sheep that Mr. Me- 
Oaughoy imported some years ago, at 
a cost of thousands of pounds sterling, 
for breeding purposes. 
The party 
were also shown the irrigation plant 
thajt pumps the water from Ooonong 
Greek, which has been dammed for tho 
purpose,” 


The area of McCaughey's estates, as 
described, almost equals the area of 
Connecticut, or nearly one-half the 
entire area of Belgium, the latter of 
which supports a population of over 
6,000,000 of highly civilized and well- 
provided-for people. 
But the report 
says—and truthlully—that Mr. Mo- 
Oaughey “ sheared 1,000,000 sheep, 
though the same season he lost 360.0U0 
head,” 
As the drought came early, 
most of these sheep must have per­ 
ished before shearing, so the normal 
number of sheep kept by this “ modest 
grazier” 
must 
be fully 1,250,000, 
Thus, about as many sheep are kept 
by this one Australian as are kept in 
either of the great “ wool-raising” 
States of Pennsylvania, New York, 
Kentucky, or Colorado, and the num­ 
ber of this McOaughey's sheep is ex­ 


ceeded by but seven States in the 
Union, 
Tho 
whole 
of 
Vermont, 
whence came Mr. McCaughey’s fine 
merinoep, has not more than one-third 
as many sheep as thi3 sheep king of 
Australia. 


In Australia the stations of sheop 
runs, or the land of which they are 
comprised, are called “squattages,” 
and the owner or master is called a 
“squatter,” 


There are many interesting features 
and over varying charms connocted 
with these squatters’ lives. Of course, 
with such enormous holdings, tho 
“cottages,” or managerial residences, 
are far apart, usually from ten to fifty 
miles. 
These cottages are almost al­ 
ways larcre, low buildings, of but one 
story, with several good-sized rooms, 
with broad verandas on two or throe 
sides, and they are roofed with cor­ 
rugated or 
galvanized iron. 
Save 
during tho excessive heat of midsum­ 
mer, December, January and Febru­ 
ary, these homes aro models of com­ 
fort and ease. 


In all save the barbarism of tho 
armed retainers and symbols of war­ 
fare, those station homes resemble tho 
baronial retirement, luxury and self- 
satisfaction of the old feudal ages, No 
prince ever offered a more generous 
and splendid hospitality to friends of 
equal position than these squatters of­ 
fer to the intelligent and worthy trav­ 
eler or to their invited or accepted 
guest. 
They do not live like farmers, 
even of the most wealthy class, but 
like petty princes. 
The family is sur­ 
rounded with troops of servants, gov­ 
ernesses, companions and 
visitors. 
The “ social set” is as scrupulously or­ 
ganized among many of these “ world 
holders” as among tiio most fastidious 
snobs of Europe and America, tho 
“ shopkeeper”—-which means all retail 
dealers—tradesmen and the common 
herd being given the cold shoulder, 
or the tips of the fingers. 
As enter­ 
tainers these squatters are lavish in 
expense and scrupulous in forms and 
and ceremonies. 


What would the wealthy farmer 
think to drive up to a cheap looking 
habitation, “ twenty miles from no­ 
where,” and, if entertained for the 
night* he should see the ladies at din­ 
ner in full evening dress and the gen­ 
tlemen with swallow-tailed coats, ex­ 
pansive shirt bosoms 
and 
“ whito 
chokers,” with the waiters and flunk­ 
eys in tho toggery of tho evening 
lackey at a Washington beer garden? 


At these luxurious homes there is 
the “ best of everything” not only of 
solids, but of fluids as well. 
But of 
late yeais many of these erst-whilo 
X^rincely squatters have become “ man­ 
agers,” as the banks have closed the 
old order of things, and if I should 
venture to suggest that in no small 
number of failures this “style,” waste 
and extravap;anco had been a potent 
factor I would offend only by speaking 
disagreeable 
truths.—Portland Or-

A Typical Hungarian Village« 


Imagine a very broad, unpaved 
road, like a dusty, plowed field, and 
wild gardens trailing round and over 
whito thatched cottages. Each cottage 
is one-storied, with Old World eavee 
and a veranda which runs along the 
whole front; the thatched roof seems 
to lean with all its strength upon a 
toy-shaped 
colonnade, 
while 
the 
creepers afford a contrast to the white* 
washed walls. 
If you walk down the 
road at dusk, you will find at each 
door one of the household vigorously 
brushing clouds of dust away from 
tbo footpath, while long files of clean, 
curly pigs are trotting swiftly home­ 
ward, and loan mongrels “ bay the 
whispering wind” unceasingly. 


The men wear linen shirts and kilts. 
On work days the costume has the ap* 
pearance of a long, dingy nightdress, 
tied with a leather girdle; on heydays 
tho kilt is whito and stiff, with aocor* 
dion pleating, whilo the shirt is oi 
dainty embroidery, and sets off an 
elaborate worsted waistcoat. The girls* 
ip^ull dress is still more i)icturesque, 
owing to the harmonious blending oJ 
tho brightest prints—all shades and 
depths of blue and red and pink; no 
other colors—and to the graceful fall 
of the short petticoats, which do not 
reach the ankle, and are inflated by 
a slight suepicion of crinoline,—Sat­ 
urday Review, 


A Notorious Parrot’* New Habit. 


It is woll known that tho lcea, or 
mountain parrot, of ZsTew Zealand, 
has become notorious from its change 
of habit, from living on insects, fruit 
and berries, to attacking living sheep, 
being reported to have developed thie 
carnivorous habit 
within the last 
thirty years. 
It appears, however, 
from further first hand observations 
by T. White, that the kea lives high 
up on the mountains a long distance 
above the frost line, where there are 
no berries or fruit, and only linchens 
and a few insects occur. 
Still, the 
kea tears open tho bodies of sheep, 
and though it may not disembowel 
them to get at and devour their kid­ 
neys, as commonly reputed, it is now 
thought*that it does this for the sake 
of the blood of its victim. Mr, White 
state3 th*fc the reason why this bird so 
frequently pierces the body of a sheep 
in the region of tho kidneys is due to 
the position it takes on the back of 
its victim to maiutain a strong hold. 
Sheep with long wool aro more fre­ 
quently attacked than those with short 
wool. 


HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS. 


CARE OP THE REFRIGERATOR, 


Havo a caro about tho cleanliness ox 
your refrigerator. 
They very easily 
become fouled, and the servant who 
likes to clean one isn’t born yet. 
Every morning of tho world tho re­ 
frigerator 
and ico 
box should bo 
wiped out clean and dry with a clcan 
doth that has been dipped in ammo­ 
nia water. 
Once a week a thorough 
scalding should bo administered, using 
boiling water with a m m o n ia in it. 
It 
is impossible to uso an ice-box con­ 
stantly and not drop tiny specks of 
cream or butter or of meat, and within 
a few hours decay sets in and tho odor 
taints everything in tho box. 
The 
very dampness of tho box becomos 
slimy withm twelve hours. 
If you 
will watch this you will find that you 
can keep the milk sweot fully six hours 
longer, to say nothing of the whole­ 
someness of all the other thiugs in the 
box.—Washington Star. 


KITCHEN CHAT. 


All cooks do not understand the dif­ 
ferent effects produced by hard and 
soft water cooking meats and vege­ 
tables, says the Home Queen. 
Peas 
and beans cooked in hard water con­ 
taining lime or gypsum will not boil 
good and tender because these sub­ 
stances harden vegetable caseine. Many 
vegetables, like onions, boil nearly 
tasteless in soft water, because all the 
flavor is boiled out. 
The addition of 
salt often checks this, as in the case of 
snions,causing the vegetables to retain 
fche peculiar flavoring principles be­ 
sides such nutritious matter as might 
bo lost in soft water. 
For extracting 
the juice of meat to make a broth or 
soup soft water, unsalted and cold at 
first, is best, for it much more readily 
penetrates tho tissue; but for boiling 
where the juices are to be retained 
hard water or soft salted water is 
preferable, and the meat should bo 
put in while t h ^ water is boiling, so 
that the pores may be sealed up at 
once. 


WISE WOUDS, 


GLEANING GILT MIRROR FRAMES. 


For cleaning gilt mirror frames the 
following is a good recipe: Boil some 
onions, barely covered with water, till 
quite soft; pour off the water and 
ivash the frames with i t ; then cover 
them with a newspaper to keep tho 
dust from them until they are quite 
dry. 
This makes them bright and 
clear and is a most inexpensive pro­ 
cess, 
After having cleaned the frames 
the mirrors will want attention. 
To 
remove fly marks, put some ball blue 
on a slightly damp cloth and rub the 
glass hard. 
This will efface the stain 
and brighten the glass. 
It can after­ 
ward be polished with newspaper. Tho 
ugly marks which appear on dilapidated 
looking glasses mean that the silver­ 
ing at the back has worn off in places. 
To renew this take half an ounce of 
tin, three ounces of bismuth and half 
an ounce of lead, melt them together 
and when slightly cool add three ounces 
of mercury. 
iVith a hare’s foot 
paint the back of the glass with this 
mixture. 


RECIPES. 


Pineapple—Two hours before serving 
shred one pineapple and mix with it 
two-thirds of a cupful of sugar; let 
stand on ice or in refrigerator. 


Frozen Custard—Take one quart ol 
rick milk, the beaten yolks of three 
eggs and three-fourths of a cupful ol 
sugar ; cook until it begins to thicken, 
remove from the fire and cool; then 
add one tablespoonful of vanilla, one 
cupful of cream and the whites of the 
eggs beaten very firm ; mix all together 
well and freeze. 


Plain Egg Omelet—Beat the yolks 
of six eggs, add one cup of milk, sea­ 
son with pepper and salt and stir in 
the whites to a stiff froth. 
Cook in a 
frying pan or griddle with as little 
butter or fat as possible. 
Let it cook 
about two minutes and while cooking 
keep lifting the edges. 
Serve on a 
hot dish immediately. 


Chocolate Pudding—One quart ol 
sweet milk ; put in saucepan over the 
fire. 
Two tablespoonfuls of 
corn­ 
starch, pinch of salt, one and a hall 
tablespoonfuls grated chocolate moist- 
ened together with sweet m ilk; when 
milk is at boiling point stir in the 
mixture; pour in molds; cool. 
Serve 
with cream and sugar. 


Potato Scallops—One pound of cold 
potatoes one-half cut? of milk, ono ano 
one-half ounces of butter, one and one* 
half ounces of grated Parmesan cheese; 
mash tho potatoes quite soft with the 
milk and tho butter melted; add hah 
the cheese, two dashes of pepper and 
one-half teaspoon of salt (scant). 
Fill 
some patty pans with this mixture and 
brown them in the oveu. 
While hot 
glaze each over with melted butter ano 
the rest of the cheese; serve very hot 
in the patty pans on a napkin. 


Souffle of Fish—Take one-half pound 
of any cold fish, free from bones and 
skin, pound it in a mortar with one 
ounce of butter, rub this through a 
sieve, then put it into a basin, add the 
yolks of three eggs, one by one, and 
mix well; stir in one gill of cream 
whipped, one dash of pepper, one* 
quarter teaspoon of salt and a grating 
of nutmeg. 
Whip the whiteB of the 
eggs to a stiff froth and stir in very 
lightly. Pour this mixture into a round 
mold and bake about ten minutes. 
Serve very hot.

Cannibal Fish ol the Tropics. 


This is a fish in tropical waters 
which can swallow a finny friend 
twelve times his own size. 
It is called 
by students of icthyology chaismodus 
niger, but its plain, every-day name is 
the “ black swallower.” 


It is a small fish about six to eight 
inches long, without scales, unlike 
most fishes, but with two great fins on 
its back. 
These are sometimes three 
inches high. 


The chaismodus inhabits the coast 
waters of South America and Africa 
and lives at a depth of about 1500 
fathoms or 9000 feet. 
I t is an expert 
swimmer, being able to catch the fast­ 
est fi&h. 
In several ways this fish is 
similar to snakes. 
Its jaws are very 
loosely hinged and are capable of great 
distention. 
The teeth all point back­ 
ward, so that when a victim once 
starts down his throat it seldom re­ 
turns to tell the tale. 
The stomach 
can be expanded to an almost unlimit­ 
ed extent. 


This queer fish is a great glutton. 
Swimmiug quietly up behind a fish 
many times larger than itself, it opens 
his great jaws and smilingly takes in 
its larger friend, slowly drawing itself 
over its victim by means of its teeth. 


At this point its troubles begin. 
The swallower is not able to digest 
such a great quantity of food. 
The 
food in time decomposes, and the gas, 
generated by decomposition, causes 
the fish to rise to the surface, in spite 
of all efforts to remain down. 
These 
fish have been found in this condition, 
floating on 
the surface containing 
fishes of at least twelve times their 
own size. 


The skin of the stomach of the fish 
is transparent. 


Intelligence oi Jtfcos. 


An instance of the intelligence oi 
bees amounting almost to reasoning, 
is related by a mining man, Malcolm 
McLeish. 
He is engaged at an aban­ 
doned mine in this county cyanidmg 
the old tailings, tho plant including 
several tanks of ’water strongly im­ 
pregnated with cyanide of potassium. 
On the beginning of operations, bees, 
of swarms that had left the valley, 
came in from the mountains to the 
water. 
For three days they died by 
thousands of the water from the tanks. 
There was one tank of fresh water, 
however, that was untainted. 
After 
three days the bees continue to come 
in large numbers, but they all avoided 
the cyanide tanks. 
Not one would go 
there, and, of course, no more died. 
Their dead comrades proved a lesson, 
and thus they score another on the in* 
telligence of bees,—Los Angeles (Oal.) 
Times. 


Nebraska ^iide Wells.” 


Out in Polk County, Nebraska, and 
in some of the adjoining counties they 
have a queer lot of wells. 
They are 
called “ tide wells,” because of a 
peculiar habit their waters have of 
ebbing and flowing, just as if they 
were connected with a great under­ 
ground ocean. 
Polk County alone ha« 
between twelve and twenty of these 
queer roaring wells.

As we arc quite fortunate iii seeing 


eruptions we have the pleasure of setting 
the first or most northern one in the ba- 
sin, it being the Mortar, which has an 
•eruption at intervals of 3 to 5 hours and 
throws to a height of 30 feet. It derives 
its name from the shape of its crater, 
which resembles a large mortar. A few 
feet north is the Fan Geyser, which 
erupts every 8 hours, and as we were on 
time we saw it erupt. The eruption of 
this geyser spreads the water in a fan 
shape, hence its name. A few hundred 
feet south we cross the river and here we 
are on time to see the Grotto, which 
spouts every 3 to 4 hours, and although 
it does not throw the water more than 30 
feet, it is notable for its strange cave-like 
openings through which it spouts its 
•water. The steam that arises while it 
erupts is immense and makes a great 
noise. 


We now step over to see the Giant 


crater, which was all we could see of this 
wonderful water spouter. The crater is 
about 10 feet high and looks like the re- 
mains of some tower, as it is broken 
away on one side. It spouts once in 3 
to 7 days and lasts 90 minutes, throwing 
the water 250 feet. As it is now about 
time for the Riverside—which we have 
passed—to erupt, we ride back to it 
(about 1000 feet) and see it throw boiling 
water from the earth 100 feet high for 15 
minutes. This geyser spouts every two 
Lours, and we were fortunate in seeing it 


As we are pretty hungry by this time, 


we take a run to the lunch stand for 
lunch—about one mile. 
After eating, 


we are just in time to see Old Faithful 
erupt, which happens every 65 minutes 
without a variation of more than five 
minutes ;,it is therefore called Old Faith- 
ful. 
It spouts from a cone 3 feet high, 


throws the water 150 feet and continues 
for 4 minutes. 


In our run to the hotel we pass a num- 


ber of important geysers, and we return 
to see them. Among them is the Sponge, 
which has a cone exactly like a sponge; 
the Bee Hive, which resembles a bee 
hive; the Castle, which resembles an old 
castle. We did not see the latter erupt, 
yet its cone is a large formation about 35 
feet in diameter and about 15 feet high. 
*V e next see the Economic—so named 
because all the water it spouts falls back 
into its crater. The crater of this geyser 
is about 35 feet in diameter, its erup- 
tions are at intervals of 5 to 6 minutes 
and gushes up 30 feet. As we spend 
more than half a day in this basin, we 
see about all there is to be seen. Among 
those not spoken of are the Lion and 
Lioness and Cubs, Saw Mill, Punch 
Bowl, Splendid, Turban, and others of 
minor importance, of which I will not 
bother you with a description. 


At 4:15 we leave the Geyser Basin for 


the Thumb, which is considerably up 
grade. About 1} miles from the basiu 
we come to Keppler's Cascades. 
We 


travel along this (the Madison) river, 
known throughout the basins as Fire- 
*»•*** " ** 
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Lole river, and here leaping from shelf 
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to shelf, falling about 150 feet in a dis- 
tance of 300 feet, with beautiful forests 
on both sides rising almost perpendicu- 
lar in places about 150 feet, are the Cas- 
cades. 


After satisfying ourselves that this is 


the finest mountain scenery yet seen, we 
are off for Lone Star Geyser, which is 
up the main road about two miles and 
off the main road about £ mile. Here 
hid in a fine forest is a lone geyser with 
a cone 13 feet high and about 12 feet in 
diameter. It'erupts at intervals of from 
30 minutes to 3 hours, and throws its wa- 
ter to the height of 60 feet. We did not 
wait for an eruption, for we had to move 
on as it was pretty late, with a hard hill 
to climb 
Again on our "bikes," we 


climb to the summit—6 miles from Lone 
Star. Once at the top we have an excel- 
lent view of Shoshoiie Lake, a body of 
water the area of which is about 12 
square miles—the source of the Madison 
river 
When past this point the attrac- 


tractions are not much, except that we 
have good roads and good scenery. We 
travel on and arrive at the Thumb Lunch 
House at 8 p. m., where we take supper 
and stop for the night, well satisfied with 
our day's work. We only traveled 42 
inilus to-day. 


On the morning of the 7th day of our 


ride we arise shivering and shaking 
from a bunk, which cost as much ($l.i>0) 
as a bed in a first-class hotel, in a tent; 
yet, a& this is only a lunch station, the 
accommodations for lodgers could hard- 
ly be expected to be \cry good. B 
on the bank of such a large body of 
tcr at this elevation causes a cold atmos- 
phere, \\ hich froze ice during the night. 
This is the largest body of water in 
North America at t3iis altitude—7,TSS ft. 
above the SIM level; its area being 150 
square mile<, it j« about 15 bv 20 miles 
wiih an irregular shore line which some- 
what resembles the human hand, hiring 
two fingers and a tiiumb, or west bayl 
Here it where we arc—at the Tiiumb. 
There is. a steamer running from here to 
the Lake Hotel, which makes the trip 
d,iih- covering a distance of 35 miles— 
one wjv—around the island over the 
lake, and the fare is $-3.00. The wagon 
road, v, hich is on the Jjank of the Like, is 
19 mile* to the Lake Hotel. After hav- 
ing breakfasl -we taking a look at the 
numerous hot iprnu'-., soine of which arc 
noted for liicu strange actions as they 
rise and fall like a bVtallnac; body, and 
and called Uiu pupation springs, while 
the adjacent one* .ue perfectly qinet. 
Some of these i-princs arc hut a few feet 
from the water1*: edge, while o«hcr» aie 
under tbc Jake, r.-s tlitir waUr <a:i be 
MUI bubbling up litre and there in the 
Jake 
" 
i 


We iie.\l step over to a gcypcr cone, 


,the crater of which is about 0 feet in di- 
ameter, about 14 feet from the shore in 
the luke, and ribes 3 feet above the water. 
Here one can stand on the crater, catch 
fish and drop them into the cone of the 
crater and cook them without removing 
them from Uie book. 
About 500 feet 


back from the lake and nearly opposite 
the "fishing cone," is a "Paint Pot," 
whfch is the most beautiful thing of its 
kind to be seen. This basin is about 50 
feet in diameter, and is a seething mass 
of beautifully colored granulated clay, 
the prevailing tints being pink and red 
in varying shades 
These shades are 


quite distinct as they are continually 
bubbling—like a pot of boiling water. 
The. bubbles rise from 2 to 12 inches, 
each bubble causing a ring of a different 
tint, which is certainly magnificent. 


We have now seen about all of note 


here, and as the boat does not leave until 
2 p. m., we conclude to ride around the 
Thumb. This is a novel ride of 19 miles 
on the lake shore. When we come to 
the road leading to the Natural Bridge.— 
2£ miles—we find ourselves ahead of 
time and conclude to ride off and see it, 
aud aie well paid for the ride. The 
bridge spans a small creek, its abutments 
being about 30 feet apart; it is about 40 
feet high and about 6 feet wide.and from 
the bottom looks like a construction 
make by fine Workmen. On the road 
back we saw a wild elk, the only one 
seen on this trip. 


We now travel on to Lake Hotel and 


upon arriving there we take a short ride 
on the lake in a row boat, but we 
did not 
fish. Returning from our 


boat ride, we are soon on our wheels and 
off for the Grand Canyon. Along this 
road, which is 17 miles in length, is to be 
seen first of all the Mud Geysers, which 
consist of several large craters filled with 
blue, pasty mud, which emits odors that 
are very disagreeable. 
The attractive 


feature of this place is the Mud Volcanoe, 
situated at the base of the cliff. Its fun- 
nel-shaped crater is 30 feet in depth, 
formed by mud ejected from below 
through a cave-like opening, out of 
which a sickening, lead colored mass of 
mud is constantly belched, accompanied 
by dull, muffled sounds, and is in a man- 
ner at once repulsive and fascinating. 
The foliage in this vicinity is covered 
with a coating of mud, which, strange as 
it may seem, is carried there in minute 
particles by the action of escaping steam 
and not as the result of eruptions. 


After seeing mother earth belch up her 


bowels, we travel on through Hayden 
Valley—a beautiful valley and the larg- 
est in the Park. They say this is a great 
place for the game, as there is plenty of 
food and water. Once through the val- 
ley we are skirting along the Sulphur 
Mountains, which consist of a group of 
isolated hills or "buttes," each 150 feet 
high. The fumes arising from the va- 
rious vents are exceedingly disagreeable. 
The chief attraction is a large boiling 
spring at the base of the mountain. It 
measures 15 by 20 feet on the inside, and 
its waters boil up from 3 to 7 feet in 
height. Leaving here we are soon on the 
main road to the canyon, aud, riding 
over good roads along the grand Yellow" 
stone river, we are in a short time at the 
Upper Falls. 


For about a1 quarter of a mile above 


the falls the current becomes very rapid, 
tumbling over a succession of cascades 
until about 20 feet from the falls, where 
it makes a sudden turn and shoots down 
over a precipice 140 feet, an excellent 
view of which can be had from a pro- 
jecting rock just below them. We trav- 
el on a short distance where we come to 
a foot path which leads to the Lower or

Great Falls—just a quarter of a mile be 
low the Upper Falls. 
Here the water 


falls 3GO feet. From here, on a natural 
platform of rock, is to be seen the Grand 
Canyon. To simply say that it is grand 
is expressing it but very mildly, as lan- 
guage cannot express the grandness of 
this the most picturesque scene in the 
world. 


At this point the river is but 74 feet 


wide, while but a short distance above it 
is 250 feet wide, and while the view is 
grand beyond expression, it is not the 
best to be obtained of the falls, Point 
Lookout, 2 miles distant, being the best 
point to see them: however, probably no 
better view (certainly none more com- 
prehensive) of the canyon is obtainable 
than that to be had from the platform 
overlooking the brink of the falls. Here 
we gaze in mute bewilderment, almost 
helplessly spellbound by the silent elo- 
quence and grandeur of one of the most 
sublime pictures that the Almighty ever 
allowed man's eyes to rest upon. After 
allowing our eyes to thoroughly feast 
upon and drink in this most sublime 
scenery, we turn from here and return 
over the foot-path to the road and mount 
our wheels for a ride to Point Lookout, 
where a better view of the fall can be 
had. Upon reaching this point we are 
simply dumbfounded by the grandeur of 
the scene before us. The view obtained 
from this point, with the river some 1800 
or 1500 feet below that has dwindled to 
but a foamy ribbon in its appalling 
depths, is one of the few pictures that 
will hang upon the walls of memory for- 
ever. As I said before, the grandest 
view could be had from the falls, yet this 
is not as fine as the one to be had from 
Point Lookout, as here j-ou comprehend, 
as you could not from the Falls, the vast- 
ness of it, the variety and richness of 
the boldness and audacity of cliff and 
wall. Here you will find all colons of 
the rainbow blended together.

if the most glorious sunset you evcfsaw 
had been caught and held upon that re- 
splendent, awful gorge. We travel alone 
parallel with the canyon over a good 
road about one mile farther to Inspira- 
tion Point, which 5s 1900 fe-.t above the 
river and is considered by anany to be 
the l>cst point to sec and appreciate the 
vastncss of the canyon. This is also a 
grand sight, after filling ourselves wjth 
this scenery we start back for the hotel, 
but stop at several places on the road at 
points of advantage to 3 ?ok at this grand 
scene.

Canyon—we are in lime for ^nppcr, and

HE GROWS ELOQUENT OVER 
THE GRANDEUR OF TIIE 


GRAND CANYON. 
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As wc arc quite fortunate iu seeing 
miptions wo have the pleasure of scteing 
the first or most northern one iu the ba­ 
sin, it being the Mortar, which has an 
eruption at intervals of 3 to 5 hours and 
throws to a height of 30 feet. It derives 
its name from the shape of its crater, 
which resembles a largo mortar. A few 
feet north is the Fan Geyser, which 
erupts every 8 hours, and as wo were on 
time wc saw it erupt. The eruption of 
this geyser spreads the water in a fan 
shape, hence its name. A few hundred 
feet south we cross the river and here we 
arc on time to see the Grotto, which 
spouts every 3 to 4 hours, and although 
it docs not throw the water more than 80 
feet, it is notable for its strange cave-like 
openings through which it spouts its 
water. The steam that arises while it 
erupts is immense and makes a great 
noise. 


Wo now step over to see the Giant 
crater, which was all wo could see of this 
wonderful water spoutcr. The crater is 
about 10 feet high and looks like the re­ 
mains of some tower, as it is broken 
/ away on one side. It spouts once in 3 
v to 7 days and lasts 00 minutes, throwing 
the water 250 feet. As it is now about 
time for the Iliverside—which we have 
passed—to erupt, wc ride back to it 
(about 1000 feet) and see it throw boiling 
water from the earth 100 feet high for 15 
minutes. This geyser spouts every two 
hours, and wc were fortunate in seeing it. 


As wo are pretty hungry by this time, 
we take a run to the lunch stand for 
lunch—about one mile. 
After eating, 
we arc just in time to see Old Faithful 
erupt, which happens every 05 minutes 
without a variation of more than five 
minutes ;,it is therefore called Old Faith­ 
ful. It spouts from a cone 3 feet high, 
throws the water 150 feet and continues 
for 4 minutes. 


In our run to the hotel wc pass a num­ 
ber of important geysers, and we return 
to see them. Among them is the Sponge, 
which has a cone exactly like a sponge; 
the Bee Hive, which resembles a bee 
hive; the Castle, which resembles an old 
castle. We did not see the latter erupt, 
yet its cone is a large formation about 35 
feet in diameter and about 15 feet high. 
V\c next sec the Economic—so named 
because all the water it spouts falls back 
into its crater. The crater of this geyser 
is about 25 feet in diameter, its erup­ 
tions are at intervals of 5 to G minutos 
and gushes up 30 feet. As we spend 
more than half a day in this basin, we 
see about all there is to bo seen. Among 
those not spoken of arc the Lion and 
Lioness and Cubs, Saw Mill, Punch 
Bowl, Splendid, Turban, and others of 
minor importance, of which I will not 
bother you with a description. 


At 4:15 wc leave the Geyser Basin for 
the Thumb, which is considerably up 
grade. About 1£ miles from the basin 
we come to Keppler’s Cascades. 
AVe 
travel along this (the Madison) river, 
known throughout the basins as Firc- 
liolc river, and here leaping from shelf 
to shelf, falling about 150 feet in a dis­ 
tance of 300 feet, with beautiful forests 
on both sides rising almost perpendicu­ 
lar iu places about 150 feet, are the Cas­ 
cades. 


After satisfying ourselves that this is 
the finest mountain scenery yet seen, we 
are oli for Lone Star Geyser, which is 
up the main road about two miles and 
off the main road about $ mile. Here 
hid in a fine forest is a lone geyser with 
a cone 12 feet high and about 12 feet in 
diameter. It'erupts at intervals of from 
30 minutes to 2 hours, and throws its wa­ 
ter to the height of 00 feet. Wc did not 
wait for an eruption, for avc had to move 
on as it was pretty late, with a hard hill 
to climb. 
Again on our “bikes,” we 
climb to the summit—6 miles from Lone 
Star. Once at the top we have an excel­ 
lent view of Shoshone Lake, a body of 
water the area of which is about 12 
square miles—the sourco of the Madison 
river 
When past this point the attrac- 
tractions are not much, except that we 
have good roads and good scenery. We 
travel on and arrive at the Thumb Lunch 
House at 8 p. m., where we take supper 
and «top for the night, well satisfied with 
our day’s work, 
We only traveled 42 
miles to-day. 


On the morning of the 7th day of our 
ride we arise shivering and shaking 
from a bunk, which cost as much (#1.00) 
as a bed in a first-class hotel, in a tent; 
yet, as this is only a lunch station, the 
accommodations for lodgers could hard­ 
ly be expected to be very good. Being 
on the bank of such a large body of wa­ 
ter at this elevation causes a cold atmos­ 
phere, which froze ice during the night, 
This is the largest body of water in 
North America at this altitude—7,7tf8 ft. 
above the sea^ level; its area being 150 
square miles, it is about 15 by 20 miles 
with an irregular shore line which some- 
whiU^re&cmlfles the human hand, having 
two fingers and a thumb, or west bay. 
Here is where we are—at the Thumb. 
There is a steamer running from here to 
the Lake Hotel, which makes the trip 
daily covering a distance of 35 miles— 
one way—around the island oyer the 
‘Jake, and the fare is §3.00. The wagon 
road, which is on the bank of the lake, js 
10 miles to the Lake Hotel. After hav­ 
ing breakfast we taking a look at the 
numerous hot springs, ©ome of which are 
noted for their strange actions as they 
rjbO and fall like a breathing body, and 
and called the pulsation springs, while 
the adjacent ones are perfectly quiet, 
Some o f these springs are but a lew feet 
from the water’s edge, while others are 
under the lake, as their water can be 
seen bubbling up here and there in the 


We next stop over tp a geyeer pone, 
,lhc crater of which is about Gfcct in di- 
’ ameter, about 14 feet from t/ho shore in 
the lake, and rises 2 feet above the water. 
Here one can stand on the crater, catch 
fish and drop them into the cone of the 
crater and cook them without removing 
them from the book. 
About 500 feet 
back from the lake and nearly opposite 
the “iishirg cone,” is a “Paint Pot,” 
whtch is the most beautiful thiug of its 
kind to be seen. This basin is about 50 
feet in diameter, and is a seething mass 
f of beautifully colored granulated clay, 
the prevailing tints being pink and red 
in varying shades 
These shades are 
quite distinct as they arc continually 
bubbling—like a pot of boiling water. 
The. bubbles rise from 2 to 12 inches, 
each bubble causing a ring of a different 
tint, which is ccrtainly magnificent. 


Wc have now seen about all of note 
here, and as the boat does not leave ui^til 
2 p. m., wo conclude to ride around the 
Thumb. This is a novel ride of 19 miles 
on the lake shore. When we come to 
the road leading to the Natural Bridges,— 
2 i miles—we iind ourselves ahead of 
time and conclude to ride off and see it, 
and are well paid for the ride. 
The 
bridge spans a small creek, its abutments 
being about 30 feet apart; it is about 40 
feet high and about G feet wideband from 
the bottom looks like a construction 
make by fine Workmen. On the road 
back we saw a wild elk, the only one 
seen on this trip. 


Wc now travel on to Lake Hotel and 
upon arriving there we take a short ride 
on the lake in a row boat, but we 
did 
not fish. 
Returning from our 
boat ride, we are soon on our wheels and 
off for the Grand Canyon. Along this 
road, which is 17 miles in length, is to be 
seen first of all the Mud Geysers, which 
consist of several large craters filled with 
blue, pasty mud, which emits odors that 
arc very disagreeable. 
The attractive 
feature of this place is the Mud Volcanoe, 
situated at the base of the cliff. Its fun- 
nel-shapcd crater is 30 feet in depth, 
formed by mud ejected from below 
through a cave-like opening, out of 
which a sickening, lead colored mass of 
mud is constantly belched, accompanied 
by dull, muflled sounds, and is in a man­ 
ner at once repulsive and fascinating. 
The foliage in this vicinity is covered 
with a coating of mud, which, strange as 
it may seem, is carried there in minute 
particles by the action of escaping steam 
and not as the result of eruptions. 


After seeing mother earth belch up her 
bowels, we travel on through Hayden 
Valley—a beautiful valley and the larg­ 
est in the Park. They say this is a great 
place for the game, as there is plenty of 
food and water. Once through the val­ 
ley we are skirting along the Sulphur 
Mountains, which consist of a group of 
isolated hills or “buttes,” each 150 feet 
high. 
The fumes arising from the v a­ 
rious vents are exceedingly disagreeable. 
The chief attraction is a large boiling 
spring at the base of the mountain. It 
measures 15 by 20 feet on the inside, and 
its waters boil up from 3 to 7 feet iu 
height. Leaving here we are soon on the 
main road to the canyon, and, riding 
over good roads along the grand Yellow­ 
stone river, we are in a short time at the 
Upper Falls. 


For about a' quarter of a mile above 
the falls the current becomes very rapid, 
tumbling over a succession of cascades 
until about 20 feet from the falls, where 
it makes a sudden turn and shoots down 
over a precipice 140 feet, an excellent 
view of which can be had from a pro­ 
jecting rock just below them. We trav­ 
el on a short distance where we come to 
a foot path which leads to the Lower or 
Great Falls—just a quarter of a mile be­ 
low the Upper Falls. 
Here the water 
falls 300 feet. From here, on a natural 
platform of rock, is to be seen the Grand 
Canyon. To simply say that it is grand 
is expressing it but very mildly, as lan­ 
guage cannot express the grandness of 
this the most picturesque scene in the 
world. 


At this point the river is but 74 feet 
wide, while but a short distance above it 
is 250 feet wide, and while the view is 
grand beyond expression, it is not the 
best to be obtained of the falls, Point 
Lookout, 2 miles distant, being the best 
point to see them; # however, probably no 
better view (ccrtainly none more com­ 
prehensive) of the canyon is obtainable 
than that to be had from the platform 
overlooking the brink of the falls. Here 
we gaze in mute bewilderment, almost 
helplessly spellbound by the silent elo­ 
quence and grandeur of one of the most 
sublime pictures that the Almighty ever 
allowed man’s eyes to rest upon. 
After 
allowing our eyes to thoroughly feast 
upon and drink in this most sublime 
scenery, wc turn from here and return 
over the foot-path to the road and mount 
our wheels for a ride to Point Lookout, 
where a better view of the fall can be

Upon reaching this point we are 
simply dumbfounded by the grandeur of 
the scene before us. 1 lie view obtained 
from this point, with the river some 1200 
or 1500 feet below that has dwindled to 
but a loamy ribbon in its appalling 
depths, is one of the few pictures that 
will hang upon the walls of memory for­ 
ever. 
As 1 said before, the grandest 
view could be had from the falls, yet this 
is not as line as the one to be had from 
Point Lookout, as here you comprehend, 
as you could not from the Falls, the vast­ 
ness of it, the variety aud richness of 
the boldness and audacity of clitf and 
wall. 
Here you will lind all colors of 
the rainbow blended together. It j sa s 
if the must glorious sunset you ever saw 
had been caught and held upon that re­ 
splendent, awful gorge. We travel along 
parallel with the canyon over a good 
road about one mile farther to Inspira­ 
tion Point, which is l'JUO fevt above the 
river and is considered by many to be 
the best point to see aud appreciate the 
vastuess of the canyon. 
This is also a 
grand sight, after filling ourselves with 
this scenery we start back for the hotel, 
but stop at several places on the road at 
points of advantage to 1 jok at this grand 
scene. 


Traveling back to the hotel—the Grand 
Canyon—we are in time for supper, and 
here, after seeing some of the finest scen­ 
ery in the world, we stop for the night, 
Distance for day, 42 nujes.

With the seed all in the ground the 


business of the farmer and~j;is help is 
aow killing weeds. The wor.i hoein°- 
is a misnomer, and has misled many a 
laborer as to the purpose of ihe work 
that has been designated by tfcit name. 
It is not hoeing the plant at all—the 
corn, the potatoes and the bean*— 
that we are after. It is timplv to kill 
the weeds that are out of place among 
the crops growing. Jn our long ex- 
perience with hired help on tha farm 
this has been one of the hard^t of 
lessons for them to learn. Tho im- 
pression seems to be, and is hard for 
them to overcome, that the valuable 
plants are the ones to receive atien- 
tion, rather than the weeds 
As a 


consequence the plants are hoed aad 
the weeds too much overlooked or 
neglected. 


When work has been done as it 


ought to be the soil has been thoroii"h- 
ly stirred, fined and smoothed before 
the seed is planted. 
That kind of 


work, then, calls for no more atten- 
tion. Once done it is done for a 
whole season, and does not go back on 
you for that year. So there is no call 
for digging, deep-working of the so-1 
alter the seed is planted. The seed 
bed has already been prepared and is 
now only to be left for the rootlets of 
the growing plants to burrow in ac- 
cording to their own peculiar habits. 
All disturbance of them and their 
habits works damage. 


Thus it is plain to be seen that this 


Killing the weeds, misnamed hoeing, 
which is now to largely claim the at- 
tention of the farmer for a month to 
come, has to do only with the surface 
of the soil. With this in mind the 
philosophy of modern appliances and 
the latest methods of doing this wort- 
is at once apparent 
All we are after 


is to kill the weeds and let the plants 
grow. 
This is best and easiest done 


by simply stirring the surface soil

MORE SMALI, FABM8 NEEDED. 


The massing of capital in order to 


conduct business on the largest scale 
is now the tendency in almost every 
branch of manufacturing industry. 
In this way by employing the best 
methods and the most expensive ma- 
chinery, most of the small dealers and 
manufacturers have been forced out of 
busmess. Of late years this has gone 
still further, and the large capitalist 
has been either obliged to join some 
trust or to be crushed by it. 
Some 


have thought that in this method lies 
tne remedy for the depression that has 
tor a number of years been suffered by 
the farming industry. If wholesale 
methods and the employment of large 
capital are necessary to make other 
industries profitable, why should not 
tne same means produce like results 
in farming? 


Ihose who ask the question over-' 


look the fact that farming on an ex- 
tensive scale has always been practised 
in this country. 
While it is true that 


.his has mostly been with insufficient 
capital, it is likely that even with an 
unlimited supply of money the farm- 
ing could not be made profitable over 
Jwge areas under one .management. 
There are several difficulties which 
confront the wholesale farmer at the 
start. Very few men have the requi- 
site executive ability to handle large 
bodies of laborers aad get as rnufh 
oat of their work as they would earn 
working for themselves. 
It is very 


difficult to get good farm help now 
and the difficulty is likely to prove 
greater rather than le?s. 
Farm work 


requires the 
constant 
and active 


thought of those engaged in it to a 
lar greater extent than does any branch 
or 
manufacturing 
industry. 
The 


workman in charge of a machine be- 
noines himself in time something like 
the machine which he handles. The 
workman on the farm is in partner- 
ship with nature, and he must varv 
his work with all her changes. 
The 


idea that anybody can be a successful 
farmer is the greatest mistake that 
can be made. 
The succesful farmer 


must be a thinker, and such men are 
ess common than is generally be- 
lieved. The men who are thinkers 
can generally get 
employmant at 


something that will pay better than 
larming. 


But the chief reason why farminc 


on a large scale cannot be made sue- 
cessfal is that enough manure cannot 
be either made or purchased on alaree 
farm to maintain fertility. The larle 
farmer almost invariably grows Ihe 
crops which have the greatest facilities 
for harvesting in improved labor-sav- 
ing implements. 
These are grain 


crops, and all are very exhaustive. 
Tney qmckly reduce fertility to the 
point where the crop, even with these 
facilities for harvesting it, will not par 
for growing. It is only by the con- 
tinued extension of wheat growing in 
the Northwest into new territory that 
the cultivation of this crop in hun- 
dred-acre fields is possible. This can- 
not last many years longer. 
When 


the area of uncropped land is ex- 
hausted, the wheat growing -of the 
future must be done on smaller farms 
wnich will necessitate growing a larg- 
er crop per acre. This has become 
necessary already. 
The low pric* of 


whett leaves no profit if grown exten- 
sively, except on land that has never 
previously borne more than two or 
three crops. 
Atter this the bonanza 


wheat farm with the cream of its fer- 
tility taken off must be slowly restored 


stock growing, to dairying and to 
mixed husbandry. 


What is wanted in most parts of the 


country is the cutting down of too 
large farms, and their subdivision 
into small places, with a greater 
amount of capital to work them. 
It 


is a mistake to suppose that money 
cannot be made on smail farms of 
twenty io forty or fifty acres. If their 
owner is quick to perceive what his 
land is best adapted to growing, he 
can make more money on one of these 
small farms than any one can on five 
times as much land devoted to the 
crops in which there is the strongest 
competition.—American Cultivator.

The ZerograpU. 


The zerograph, an instrument in ap- 


pearance very much like an ordinary 
typewriter, is being used in England 
for transmitting or receiving telegraph 
messages. One machine is employed 
at each end of the line. In sending a 
telegraphic message no special train- 
ing is required. 
The operator de- 


presses in turn the keys of what ap- 
pears to be an ordinary typewriter 
keyboard, with the usual arrangement 
of the letters. The depression of a 
key closes the connection of a local 
battery of from five to ten small ac- 
cumulators, which causes a current to 
flow, not only actualing the printing 
and inking mechanism of the trans- 
mitting instrument, bat also c3cs:n^ 
the line circuit, which in its turn com- 
pletes the local circuit of the receiving 
'• 


instrument. 
The two machines are • 


thus simultaneously actuated, and as 
the operator presses Iho kt-y ho not 
only prints the message on bis owu 
instrument, but znakiTs an cxict re- 
production upon the receiving in<dr 
meat. As soon as the ea-1 oi a Jmo is ! 
re*cae<i the machiuo automatically 
moves the paper forwurd, an.}, releas- 
ing a spring, causes tb • piper roller to 
move along ready ior tfas Jir-J icitar to 
strike at the cornraeuccrnLnt of a £<••» 
line. The machine ii thw< nerftctiy 
automatic in ite action, an 3 raay faf« 3y 
be left to take care of itself at the re- 
ceiving end, the message ns ^eccivcd 
being printed on the roll oi paper 
without any attention being rcqaira-J. 


Balloon Game in Paris. 


The newest sport in Paris is the bal- 


loon game, which is played in this fash- 
ion: 
A number of toy balloons are en- 


tered for the competition, and in each 
of them is placed an envelope, contain- 
ing a postal card, which is addressed 
to the judge of the contest. The little* 
balloons are then set free, and after 
more or less time come to earth again, 
n different parts of the country. Those 
who find them see the envelopes and 
notice thereon a request that the time 
when each balloon was found, and also 
the place, be written on the postal card, 
which is then to be dropped in the 
postoffice. At the end of a week the 
various postal cards are compared and 
the prize is awarded to that balloon 
which traveled the greatest distance 
in the shortest time. Xot a costly sport 
this, and one which is likely to'give a 
great impetus to a new industry, the 
manufacture of racing balloons.

The smoke of wood fires is not 'in 
the slightest degree injurious to vege- 
tation.

The first fossil insect ever found in 
the southern coal field of Pennsyl- 
vania, according to Naturalist W. Vic- 
tor Lehman. of Tremont, Penn., was 
sent by him to the Smithsonian In- 
stitution lately.

N thd Eftst, Miclclle, and Soutbern 
States of Amerioa sb,eop nro raised 
oa the "farm," in the West they 
are raised ou the *'rftnch," while 
•in Australia they are raised on the 
"stfttiou," As the "ranch" of our 
great West is but the extended past- 
ure of the Ettstern, Middle State, or 
Soutbern farm, so the "station" is 
really but an enlarged ranch, though 
the social and business importance of 
the great "station" owner of Australia 
is neither shared nor even dreamed of 
by the active, intelligent, and indus- 
trious sheep raiser of any portion of 
the United States. 
Of course, the 
whole "estate," or land devoted to 
pastoral use by the hdad or manage- 
ment, comprises the "station," and 
yet the idea conveyed in the word 
"station** is the central point or what 
may be regarded as the capital. 


The "stations" in Australia are as 
large as the principalities of tho mid- 
dle ages, or as many modern duke- 
doms. I incline to think that ten of 
the largest Australian 
stations, if 
anited, would equal the whole of Bel- 
gium, 


One James Tyson has about 2,000,- 
000 acres, or aterritory nearly as large 
as three States like Rhode Island, one 
and one-half Delawares, or even one- 
third the size of Vermont, or one- 
seventeenth the size of Iowa. 
Ho has 
nearly 1,000,000 sheep or the equival- 
ent in cattle- 
One Mr. MoOaughey 
has one station of 1,21J:,877 acres, 
with some'500,000 sheep. 
James Wil- 
son has 04:0,000 acres, or just 1000 
square mile^ in one station, and over 
400,000 sheep. I have a friend in the 
interior, whom I visited recently, who 
has 500,000 acres and 300,000 sheep. 
One can drive 100 miles on a straight 
line on his estate. 
Of this 500,000 
acres, 70,000 are freehold, and the 
cost is lotifted from the Government of 
New South Wales on long time, for a 
definite annual rental. 


All these stations, -like the petty 
dukedoms ot Europe, are named, and 
the names, when j^ronounceable, are 
not easily forgotten. 
But their names 
serve a better purpose than mere orna- 
ment. 
As there is a considerable dif- 
ference in altitude, latitude, soil, vege- 
tation, breed or care of sheep, there is 
a very noticeable difference in the 
wool, and the reputation on the station 
has uo little influence on the price of 
"the respective clips. 
In tho English 
trade reviews, or prices current, the 
names of the stations of Australia be- 
come as familiar to a large business 
class as are the names of the Nations 
of tho globe to the average educated 
man. 


The Minister of Lands has been 
making a tour through the interior. 
In his party there -were several relia- 
ble newspaper men, and the following 
IS an extract from the Sidney Daily 
Telegraph. 
The communication was 
sent from the headquarters of one of 
Mr, McCaughey's stations, and fol- 
lows: 


"Mr. McCaughey 
is a leviathan 
among' squatters, tho king of sheep 
owners, the largest shearer of sheep in 
the whole world. 
Including freehold 
and leasehold, he has 3,000,000 acres 
of land. This big station in the River- 
ina he calls a mere stud farm. It is 
only a trifle of 40,000 acres ot freehold 
and 5000 of leasehold. 
The rest of 
his land is on the Darling, where he 
has two stations, Toaralie and Dun- 
lop. 
A million of tho acres are near 
Hughenden, in Queensland, 
In the 
last drought of eighteen months in the 
•west his losses in sheep and lambs 
totalled no fewer than 360,000. 
All 
the same, he can still boast that he 
shears his 1,000,000 a year. This is 
the record, not only for Au.stralia, 
but for the world. 
Mr. McOauqhey 
' can claim to be tbo greatest fciugle 
sheep owner on earth. 
Out of his 
wealth ho has beautilied his homo, 
cultivated tho breeding stock, and ex- 
perimented in irrigation on his sta- 
tion. 
He has spent £20,000 in testing 
"what water will do in the western 
country. 
The visitors were taken 
round the station, and were shown tho 
splendid Vermont sheep that Mr, Mo- 
Oaughey imported some years ago, at 
ft cost of thousands of pounds sterling, 
for breeding purposes. 
The party 
were also shown tho irrigation plant 
th^jb pumps the water from Ooonong 
Greek, which has been dammed for tho

The area of McCaughey's estates, as 
described, almost equals the area of 
Conneoticut, or nearly one-half the 
entire area of Belgium, the latter of 
•which supports a population of over 
C,OUU,000 of highly civilized and well- 
provided-for people. 
But the report 
says—and truthlully—that Mr. Mo- 
Oaughey "sheared 1,000,000 sheep, 
though tho same season he lost 3(50,OUO 
head," 
As the drought came early, 
most of these sheep must have per- 
ished before shearing, so tho normal 
number of sheep kept by this "modest 
grazier" must 
be fully 1,250,000, 
Thus, about as many sheep are kept 
by this one Australian as are kept in 
either of the great "wool-raising" 
States of Pennsylvania, New York, 
Kentucky, or Colorado, and the num- 
ber of this McOaughey's sheep is ex- 


ooedod by but soven States in the 
Union, 
The 
whole 
of 
Vermont, 
whence came Mr, McCaughey's fine 
merinoe?, has not more than one-third 
as many sheop as thi3 sheep king ol 
Australia. 


In Australia the stations of sheep 
runs, or tho land of which they are 
comprised, aro called "squattages/* 
and the owner or master is called a 
'•squatter." 


There aro many interesting features 
and over varying charms connected 
with these squatters' lives. Of course, 
with such enormous holdings, tho 
^'cottages," or managerial residences, 
are far apart, usually from ten to fifty 
miles. 
These cottages are almost al- 
ways larce, low buildings, of but one 
story, "With several good-sized rooms, 
with broad verandas on two or throe 
sides, and they are roofed with cor- 
rugated 
or galvanized iron. 
Save 
during tho excessive heat of midsum- 
mer, December, January and Febru- 
ary, these homes aro models of com- 
fort and ease. 


In all save the barbarism of tho 
armed retainers and symbols of war- 
fare, these station homes resemble tho 
baronial retirement, luxury and self- 
satisfaction of the old feudal ages. No 
prince ever offered a more generous 
and splendid hospitality to friends of 
equal position than these squatters of- 
fer to the intelligent and worthy trav- 
eler or to their invited or accepted 
guest. They do not live like farmers, 
even of the most wealthy class, but 
like petty princes, 
Tho family is sur- 
rounded with troops of servants, gov- 
ernesses, companions and 
visitors. 
The "social set'* is as scrupulounly or- 
ganized among many of these "world 
holders" as among tue most fastidious 
snobs of Europe and America, tho 
"shopkeeper"—•which means all retail 
dealers—tradesmen and the common 
herd being given the cold shoulder, 
or the tips of the Angers. 
As enter- 
tainers these sqnattors are lavish in 
expense and scrupulous in forms and 
and ceremonies. 


What would the wealthy farmer 
think to drive up to n cheap looking 
habitation, "twenty miles from no- 
where," and, it' entertained for the 
night, he should see tho ladies at din- 
ner in full evening dress and the gen- 
tlemen with Bwallow-tailod coats, ex- 
pansive shirt bosoms 
and 
"white 
chokers," with tho waiters and flunk- 
eys in tho to.GTgery of tho evening 
laokey at a Washington beer garden? 


At these luxurious homes there is 
the "best of everything" not only of 
solids, but of fluids as well. 
But of 
lato yeais many of these erst-while 
princely squatters have become "man- 
agers," as the banks have closed the 
old order of things, and if I should 
venture to suggest that in no small 
number of failures this "style," wasto 
and extravacianco had been a potent 
factor I would offend only by speaking 
disagreeable 
truths,—Portland Or-

Have a caro about the cleanliness ox 
your refrigerator. They very easily 
become fouled, and tho servant who 
likes to clean ouo isn't born yoU 
Every morning of tho world tho re- 
frigerator and ico box should be 
wipod out clean and dry with a clean 
cloth that has been dipped in ammo- 
nia water. 
Once a week a thorough 
scalding should bo administered, using 
boiling water with ammonia in it. 
It 
is impossible to use an ice-box con- 
stantly and not drop tiny specks of 
cream or butter or of meat, and within 
a few hours decay sets in and tho odor 
taints everything in tho box. 
The 
very dampness of the box becomes 
slimy within twelve hours. 
If you 
will watch this you will find that you 
can keep the milk sweet fully six hours 
longer, to say nothing of the whole- 
someness of all tho otlier thiugs in the 
box,—Washington Star.

KITOHEN CHAT, 


All cooks do not understand the dif- 
ferent eflfects produced by hard and 
3oft water cooking meats and vege- 
tables, says the Home Queen. 
Peas 
and beans cooked in hard water con- 
taining lime or gypsum will not boil 
good and tender because these sub- 
gtances harden vegetable caseine. Many 
70getablea, like onions, boil nearly 
tasteless in soft water, because all the 
flavor is boiled out. 
The addition of 
gait often checks this, as in the case of 
unions,causing the vegetables to retain 
the peculiar flavoring principles be- 
sides such nutritious matter as might 
bo lost in soft water. 
For extracting 
tho iuice of meat to make a broth or 
loup soft water, unsalted and cold at 
tirst, is best, for it much more readily 
[>6netrate3 tho tissue; but for boiling 
»vhero the juices are to be retained 
UarL^ water or soft salted water is 
preferable, and the meat should be 
put in while thi^water is boiling, so 
that the pores may be sealed up at 
once.

A Typical Hunirariau Village. 


Imagine a very broad, unpaved 
road, like a dusty, plowed field, and 
wild gardens trailing round and over 
white thatched cottages. Each cottage 
is one-storied, with Old World eaves 
and a veranda which runs along the 
whole front; the thatched roof seems 
to lean with all its strength upon a 
toy-shaped

washed walls. 
If you walk down the 
road at dusk, you will find at each 
door one of the household vigorously 
brushing clouds of dust away from 
tbo footpath, while long files of clean, 
curly pigs are trotting swiftly home- 
ward, and loan mongrels "bay the 
whispering wind" unceasingly.

CLEANING GILT MIEROB FRAMES. 


For cleaning gilt mirror frames the 
following is a good recipe: Boil some 
onions, barely covered with water, till 
quite soft; pour off the water and 
wash the frames with it; then cover 
them with a newspaper to keep tho 
dust from them until they are quite 
dry. 
This makes them bright and 
clear and is a most inexpensive pro- 
cess. 
A.fter having cleaned the frames 
tho mirrors -will want attention. 
To 
remove fly marks, put some ball blue 
on a slightly damp cloth and rub the 
glass hard. 
This will efface the stain 
and brighten the glass. 
It can after- 
ward be polished with newspaper. The 
ugly marks which appear on dilapidated 
looking glasses mean that the silver- 
ing at the back has worn off in places. 
To renew this take half an ounce of 
tin, three ounces of bismuth and half 
an ounce of lead, melt them together 
and whon slightly cool add three ounces 
of mercury. 
^Vith a hare's foot 
paint the back of the glass with this 
mixture. 


RECIPES. 


A Notorious Parrol'.s Nciv Habit. 
It is well known that tho ken, or 
mountain parrot, of New Zealand, 
has become notorious from its change 
of habit, from living on insects, fruit 
and berries, to attacking living sheep, 
being reported to have developed thie 
carnivorous habit 
within the last 
thirty years. 
It appears, however, 
from further first liuud observations 
by T, While, that the koa lives high 
up on the mountains a long distance 
above the frost line, where there aro 
no berries or fruit, and only linchens 
and a few insects occur. BtiJl, the 
kea tears open tho bodies of sheop, 
and though it may not disembowel 
them to get at and devour their kid- 
iieya, as commonly reputed, it is now 
thought^that it does this for tho sake 
of the blood of its victim. Mr. White 
states thi^fc the reason why this bird so 
frequendy pierces the body of a sheep 
in the region of tho kidneys is due to 
the position it takes on the back of 
its victim to maintain a strong hold. 
Sheep with long wool aro more fre- 
quently attacked than those with short 
wool. 


Pineapple—Two hours before serving 
shred one pineapple and mix with it 
two-thiidsof a cupful of sugar; let 
stand on ice or in refrigerator. 


Frozen Custard—Take one quart ol 
rick milk, tho beaten yolks of three 
eggs and three-fourths of a cupful ol 
sugar ; cook until it begins to thicken, 
remove from the fire and cool; then 
add one tablespoonful of vanilla, one 
cupful of cream and tho whites of the 
eggs beaten very firm; mix all together 
woll and freeze. 


Plain Egg Omelet—Boat the yolks 
of SIX eggs, add one cup of milk, sea- 
son with pepi^er and salt and stir in 
the whites to a stiff froth. Cook in a 
frying pan or griddle with as little 
butter or fat as possible. 
Let it cool? 
about two minutes and while cooking 
keep lifting the edges. 
»Servo on o 
hot dish immediately. 


Chocolate Pudding—One quart o) 
sweet milk ; put in saucepan over the 
fire. 
Two tablespoonfuls of 
corn- 
starch, pinch of salt, ouo and a halJ 
tablespoonfuls grated chocolate moist- 
ened together with sweet milk; -when 
milk is at boiling point stir in^ the 
mixture; pour in molds; cool. 
Serve 
with cream and sugar. 


Potato Scallops—One pound of cold 
potaloeij ono'half cup of milk, ono and 
one-half ounces of butter, one and one* 
half ounces of grated Parmesan cheese ; 
mash tho lootatoes quite soft with tho 
milk and tho butter melted; add hali 
the cheese, two dashes of pepper and 
ono-half teaspoon of salt (scant). 
Pill 
some patty pans with this mixture and 
brown them in the oveu. 
While hot 
glaze each over with melted butter and 
the rest of the cheese; serve very hot 
in the patty i^ans on a napkin, 


Souflle of Firih—Take one-half pound 
of any cold fish, free from bones and 
fikin, pound it in a mortar with one 
ounce of butter, rub this through a 
sieve, then put it into a basin, add the 
yolks of three eggs, ono by one, and 
mix well; stir in one gill of cream 
•whipped, one dash of jsepper, one- 
quarter teaspoon of salt and a grating 
of nutmeg. 
Whip the whites of the 
eggs to a stiff froth and stir in very 
lightly. Pour this mixture into a round 
mold and bake about ten minutes, 
Serve very hot.

Cannibal Fisli ot the Tropics. 


This is a fish in tropical waters 
which can swallow a finny friend 
twelve times his own size. 
It is called 
by students of icthyology chaismodus 
niger, but its plain, every-day name is 
the ''black swallower." 


It IS a small fish about six to eight 
inches long, without scales, unlike 
most fishes, but with two great fins on 
its back. 
These are sometimes three 
inches high. 


The chaismodus inhabits the coast 
waters of South America and Africa 
and lives at a depth of about 15Ü0 
fathoms or 9000 feet. It is an expert 
swimmer, being able to cateh the fast- 
est fith. In several ways this fish is 
similar to snakes. 
Its jaws are very 
loosely hinged and are capable of great 
distention. 
The teeth all point back- 
ward, so that -when a victim once 
starts down his throat it seldom re- 
turns to tell the tale. 
The stomach 
can be expanded to an almost unlimit- 
ed extent. 


This queer fish is a great glutton. 
Swimmiug quietly up behind a fish 
many times larger than itself, it opens 
his great jaws and smilingly takes in 
its larger friend, slowly drawing itself 
over its victim by means of its teeth. 


At this point its troubles begin. 
The swallower is not able to digest 
such a great quantity of food. 
The 
food in time decomposes, and the gas, 
generated by decomposition, causes 
the fish to rise to the surface, in spite 
of all efforts to remain down. 
These 
fish have been found in this condition, 
floating on the surface containing 
fishes of at least twelve times their

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As we arc quite fortunate in seeing 
<^ru]>tions wo have the pleasure of softing 
the first or most uortbcru one in the ba- 
sin. it bein^ the Mortar, which has an 
<?raption at intervals of 3 to 5 hours and 
throws to a height of 80 feet. It derives 
its name from the shape of its crater, 
•which resembles a largo mortar. 
A few 
feet north is the Fan Geyser, which 
erupts every 8 hours, and as Ave were on 
time we saw it erupt. 
The eruption of 
this geyser spreads the water in a fan 
shape, lienoe its name. 
A few hundred 
feet south we cross the river and here we 
arc on time to see the Grotto, which 
si^outs every 3 to 4 hours, and although 
it docs not throw the water more than 30 
feet, it is notable for its strange cave-like 
openings through which it spouts its 
water. 
The steam that arises while it 
erupts is immense and makes a great 
noise. 


Wo now step over to see the Giant 
crater, which was all we could see of this 
wonderful water spouter. 
The crater is 
about 10 feet high and looks like the re- 
mains of some tower, as it is broken 
/ 
away on one side. 
It spouts once in 3 
to 7 days and lasts 90 minutes, throwing 
the Avater 250 feet. As it is now about 
time for the Kiverside—which we have 
passed—to erupt, wc ride back to it 
(about 1000 feet) and see it throw boiling 
water from the earth 100 feet high for 15 
minutes. 
This geyser spouts every two 
hours, and we were fortunate in seeing it. 


As we are pretty hungry by this time, 
we take a run to the lunch stand for 
lunch—about one mile. 
After eating, 
we are just in time to see Old Faithful 
erupt, which happens every 05 minutes 
witliout a variation of more than five 
minutes ;,it is therefore called Old Faith- 
ful. It spouts from a cone 3 feet high. 
throAvs the Avator 150 feet and continues 
for 4 minutes. 


In our run to the hotel AVC pass a num- 
ber of important geysers, and AA'C return 
to sec them. Among them is the Sponge, 
Avhich has a cone exactly like a sponge; 
the Bee Hive, Avhich resembles a bee 
hive; the Castle, Avhich resembles an old 
castlc. 
Wo did not see the latter erupt, 
yet its cone is a large formation about 35 
feet in diameter and about 15 feet high. 


next see the Economic—so named 
because all the AA^ater it spouts falls back 
into its crater. The crater of this geyser 
is about 25 feet in diameter, its erup- 
tions are at intervals of 5 to G minutes 
and gushes up 30 feet. As Ave spend 
more than half a day in this basin, Ave 
see about all there is to bo seen. 
Among 
those not spoken of are the Lion and 
J-»ioness and Cubs, SaAV Mill, 
Punch 
BOAVI, Splendid, Turban, and others of 
minor importance, of Avhich I Avill not 
bother you Avith a description. 


At 4:15 AVC leave the Geyser Basin for 
the Thumb, Avhich is considerably up 
grade. 
About l i miles from the basin 
Ave come to Kcppler's Cascades. 
AVe 
travel along this (the Madison) river, 
known throughout the basins as Fire- 
hole river, and here leaping from shelf 
to shelf, falliníí about 150 feet in a dis- 
tance of 300 feet, Avith beautiful forests 
on both sides rising almost perpendicu- 
lar in places about 150 feet, are the Cas- 
cades. 


After satisfying ourselves that this is 
the finest mountain scenery yet seen, Ave 
iire oir for Lone Star Geyser, AA'hich is 
up the main road about two miles and 
oir the main road about f mile. 
Here 
hid in a fine forest is a lone geyser Avith 
a cone 12 feet high and about 12 feet in 
diameter. 
It'erujits at intervals of from 
30 minutes to 2 hours, and throws its wa- 
ter to the height of GO feet. Wc did not 
Avait for an erui)tion, for Ave had to move 
on as it Avas prutty late, Avith a hard hill 
to climb. 
Again on our "bikes," Ave 
climb to the summit—6 miles from Lone 
Star. 
Once at the top Ave have an excel- 
lent view of Shosiione Lake, a body of 
Avater the area of Avhieh is about 12 
aquare miles—the source of the Madison 
river 
When past this point the attrac- 
tractions are not much, except that Ave 
have good roads and good scenery. 
We 
travel on and arrive at the Thumb Lunch 
House at 8 p, m., Avhere Ave take supper 
and fcitop for the night, Avell satisfied with 
our day's Avork. 
AVe only traveled 42 
miles to-day. 


On the morning of the 7th day of our 
ride Ave arise shivering and shaking 
from a bunk, Avhieh coat as much (igl.oO) 
as a bed in a first-class hotel, in a tent; 
yet, as this is only a lunch station, the 
uccommodations for lodgers could hard- 
ly be expected to be very good. 
Being 
on the biuiic of such a large body of Ava- 
tcr at this elevation causes a cold atmos- 
])hore, Avhich froze ice during the night, 
This is the largest body of Avater in 
North America at this altitude—7,7«8 ft. 
above the sea level; its area being 150 
square niiles, it 10 about 15 by 20 miles 
Avith an irregular shore line Avhich some- 
Avh^t rebcmlfles the human'hand, having 
two fingers and a thumb, or 
AVest bay. 
Here is wJiere Ave are—at the Thumb. 
TJiere is a steamer running from h^re to 
the Lake Hotel, whieh makes the trip 
daily covering a distance of 35 miles— 
ojie way—around the island over the 
'Juke, and the faro is $3.00. The wagon 
road, Avhicli is on the bank of the lake, is 
10 miles to the Lake Hotel. After hav- 
ing breakfast Ave tukijig a look at the 
numerous hot springs,Dome of Avhich are 
noted for theli* strange actions as they 
rjbO and fall like a breathing body, and 
nnd called the pulsation springs, while 
the adjacent ones are perfeetl}^ quiet. 
Some of these springs are but a feAv feet 
irom the Avater's edge, Avhile otheis are 
under the Jctke, as their Avater can be 
¿íeen bubbling up Jiere and there la the 


We next stop over to a gcypor cone, 
^Ihc crater of Avhich is about G'fcct in di- 
miu'ter, about 14 feet from the shore in 
the lake, and rises 3 feet above the Avaten 
Here one can stand on the crater, catch 
fish and drop them into the cone of the 
crater and cook them AVithout removing 
them from the book. 
About 500 feet 
back from the lake and nearly opposite 
the "fishirg cone," is a 'Taint Pot." 


1 Avhfch is the most beautiful thing of its 
kind to be seen. 
This basin is about 50 
feet in diameter, and is a seething mass 
'of beautifully colored granulated clay, 
the prevailing tints being pink and red 
in varying shades. 
These shades are 
quite distinct as they arc 
continually 
bubbling—like a pot of boiling Avater. 
The. bubbles rise from 2 to 12 inches, 
each bubble causing a ring of a dilTcrent 
tint, Avhich is certainly magnificent. 


We have nOAV seen about all of note 
here, and as the boat docs not leave ui^til 
2 p. m., AA'o conclude to ride around the 
Thumb. 
This is a novel ride of 19 miles 
on the lake shore. 
When Ave come to 
the road leading to the Natural Bridga- 
2^ miles—Avo iind ourselves ahead of 
time and conclude to ride off and see it, 
and are 
A v e l l paid for the ride. 
The 
bridge spans a small creek, its abutments 
being about 30 feet apart; it is about 40 
feet high and about G feet Avide,and from 
the bottom looks like a construction 
make by fine AVorkmen. On the road 
back Ave saAv a Avild elk, the only one 
seen on this trip. 


We noAv travel on to Lake Hotel and 
upon arriving there Ave take a short ride 
on the lake in a 
ROAV boat, but 
AVC 
did 
not 
fish. 
Returning 
from 
our 
boat ride, AVC are soon on our Avheels and 
ofi' for the Grand Canyon. 
Along this 
road, Avhich is 17 miles in length, is to be 
seen first of all the Mud Geysers, Avhich 
consist of several large craters filled Avith 
blue, pasty mud, Avhich emits odors that 
are very disagreeable. 
The attractive 
feature of this place is the Mud Volcanoe, 
situated at the base of the cliff. Its fun- 
nel-shaped crater is 30 feet in depth, 
formed by mud ejected 
from beloAv 
through a cave-like opening, out of 
Avhich a sickening, lead colorcd mass of 
mud is constantly belched, accompanied 
by dull, muflied sounds, and is in a man- 
ner at once repulsive and fascinating. 
The foliage in this vicinity is covered 
Avith a coatinj? of mud, Avhich, strange as 
it may seem, is carried there in minute 
particles by the action of escaping steam 
and not as the result of eruptions. 


After seeing mother earth belch up her 
boAvels, Ave travel on through Hayden 
Valley—a beautiful valley and the larg- 
est in the Park. 
They say this is a great 
place for the game, as there is plenty of 
food and water. 
Once through the val- 
ley Ave are skirting along the Sulphur 
Mountains, which consist of a group of 
isolated hills or "buttes," each 150 feet 
high. 
The fumes arising from the va- 
rious vents are exceedingly disagreeable. 
The chief attraction is a large boiling 
spring at the base of the mountain. 
It 
measures 15 by 20 feet on the inside, and 
its Avaters boil up from 3 to 7 feet in 
height. 
Leaving here AVC are soon on the 
main road to the canyon, and, riding 
over good roads along the grand YelloAv- 
stone river, Ave are in a short time at the 
Upper Falls. 


For about a^ quarter of a mile above 
the falls the current becomes very rapid, 
tumbling over a succes.sion of cascades 
until about 20 feet from the falls, Avhere 
it makes a sudden turn and shoots down 
over a precipice 140 feet, an excellent 
vicAV of Avhich can be had from a pro- 
jecting rock just below them. 
We trav- 
el on a short distance Avhere Ave come to 
a foot path Avhich leads to the LoAver or 
Great Falls—just a quarter of a mile be- 


l o A v the Upper Falls. 
Here the Avater 
falls 300 feet. From here, on a natural 
I)latform of rock, is to be seen the Grand 
Canyon. 
To simply say that it is grand 
is expressing it but very mildly, as lan- 
guage cannot express the grandness of 
this the most picturesque scene in the 
Avorld. 


At this point the river is but 74 feet 
Avide, Avhile but a short distance above it 
is 250 feet Avide, and Avhile the vicAV is 
grand beyond expression, it is not the 
best to be obtained of the falls. Point 
Lookout, 2 miles distant, being the best 
point to see them; however, probably no 
better view (certainly none more com- 
prehensive) of the canyon is obtainable 
than that to be had from the platform 
overlooking the brink of the falls. 
Here 
we gaze in mute bcAvilderment, almost 
helplessly spellbound by the silent elo- 
quence and grandeur of one of the most 
sublime pictures that the Almighty ever 
alloAved man's eyes to rest upon. 
After 
alloAving our eyes to thoroughly feast 
upon and drink in this most sublime 
scenery, AVC turn from here and return 
over the foot-puth to the road and mount 
our Avheels for a ride to Point Lookout, 
Avhere a better vicAv of the fall can be

llately proceeded to her assistance. As 
he Aldar was fomid to be sinking fast, 
hree of the Staffordshire's lifeboats 
-ere at once launched, and, with great 
llfllculty, owMng to tlie darkuess and 
:he heavy sea, succeeded in rescuing 
ler passengers and crew, twenty-nine 
In number. At 6:10 a, m. the only per- 
ions left on the Aldar were Mr. Ñut- 
ían (the master) and an injured and 
lelpless fireman v/hom he was endeav- 
g to save, and whom he absolutelj- 
sfused to abandon. The 6tea)iier was 
low rapidly settling down, and as li 
[vas no longer safe to remain near liei 
[he officer in charge of the rescuing 
boat asked Mr. Nutman for a final an- 
r. He still persisted in remainini^ 
Ivith the injured man, choosing rather 
lo fare almost certain death than to 
i-ave him to his fate. The men in the 
l>oat wero obliged to pull awiiy, and 
mmediately afterward, at 6:17 a. ni.,

"Impossibilities 
made 
possible by 
means of the modern inventions lu tho 
electrical field" furnished the tliome of 
a lecture given recently by Prof, G. 
Quoroult in the Paris Acadeipy of Sci- 
ences. During some of his experiments 
he hit upon the Idea to turn around 
photographic records and also the se- 
ries of picture seen thi'ough the klueto- 
scope, respectively the kinematograph. 
Having photographed a plant at regu- 
lar inteiwals and shown in tho klueto- 
scope the growth, the development of 
the stem, leaves, buds» flow^^rs and 
fruit, the same consequence of photo- 
graphic pictures reversed was present- 
ed to the eye of tho astonished acade- 
micians, who w^ondorcd at the fruit 
turning into flowerg, flowers into buds, 
buds drawing back into themselves and 
disappearing, tlio loaves closing, get- 
ting smaller and disappearing, 
the 
stem getting shorter aud shorter, until 
the earth closes over It 


The most incredible uiings are devel- 
oped before tho eyes of the spectator, 
If a most ordinary series of such pic- 
ttircfl Is reversed, A drinker takes up 
and empty glass and replaces it full 
upon the table; a smoker sees the 
stump of a cigar flying at him from 
the floor, takes it to his mouth and sees 
the smoke originate in the room, draws 
It into his mouth and Into his cigar, 
which Is gradually lengthened 
and 
finally replaced in the pocket, A wres- 
tler, who has probably throAvn away 
his garments, is recovered with them 
by their, so to speak, walking up on 
him to their places, while he himself 
performs motions of which we can un- 
derstand nothing, bccause we 
never 
saw these most extraordinary motions 
performed backward; a man, for in- 
stance, seated at a table before an emp- 
ty plate, works hard taking bite after 
bite from his mouth, until the chicken 
Is whole again on the dish before him, 
and the side dishes are also returned 
full to their respective places. In order 
to fully enjoy au exhibition of tho kin- 
etoscope, such au exhibition should bo 
completed by arranging alongside of 
each other the same scenes in regular 
order in one machine and reversed in 
another. 
It would be advisable, how- 
ever, to Inform the spoctatoi's previous 
to their looking at such a reversed se- 
cies of pictures, for oiherwise 
they 
might think thomselvos the victim of 
a dream, a hallucination, or something 
worse.—St. Louis GIobe-Domocrat. 


Balloon Game in Paris. 


The newest sport in Paris is the bal- 
loon game, which Is played in this fash- 
ion: A number of toy balloons are en- 
tered for the competition, and in each 
of them Is placed an envelope, contain- 
ing a postal card, which is addressed 
to the Judge of the contest. The littler 
balloons are then set free, and after 
more or less time come to earth again, 
in different parts of the country. Those 
who find them see the envelopes and 
notice thereon a request that the time 
when each balloon was found, and also 
the place, be written on tlie postal card, 
which is then to be dropped In the 
postoffice. At the end of a week the 
various postal cards are compared and 
the prize is awarded to that balloon 
which traveled the greatest distance 
in the shortest time. Not a costly sport 
this, and one which is likely to give a 
great impetus to a new industrj^ the 
manufacture of racing balloons.

The Zerograpii. 


The zerograph, an instrument in ap^ 
pearance very much like an ordinary 
typewriter, is being used in England 
for transmitting or deceiving telegraph 
meBsages, 
One machine is employed 
at each end of the line. 
In sending a 
telegraphic message no special train- 
ing is required. 
The operator de- 
presses in turn the keys of what ap- 
pears to be au ordinary typewriter 
keyboard, with tho usual arrangement 
of the letters. 
Tho depression of a 
key closes the connection of a local 
battery of from tivo to ten small ac- 
cumuhitors, which causes a current to 
flow, not only actuating tho printing 
and inking mechanism of the tran«' 
mitting iustrument, but also cioumg 
tho line circuit, which in its turn cum- 
pletes tho local circuit of the leceiviug 
instrument. 
Tho two machines are 
thus simultaneously actuated, and as 
the operator presses tho koy ho not 
only prints tho message on his own 
instrument, but makes au i5xaofc( re- 
production upon the rccoiving instru- 
ment. 
As soon as the end or a line is 
reached the 
machiuo automatioally 
moves the paper forward, and, releas- 
ing a spriug, causes th«3 pHper roller to 
move ahmg ready for the iirst letter to 
strike at tho commencement of a new 
line. 
Tho machine is thus perfvctly 
automh-tio in its action, au-l Jnuy safely 
bo left to tako care of itself at the re- 
ceiving end, the messa^^o as veceivod 
being printed on tho roll ot paper 
•without any attention being required-
